Every day Hamilton said he feared for 
his life and experienced intense sleep dep: 


rivation, as bombs would go off at around

“You don’t see your enemy until it’s 
too late, until something hits and some- 
body is hurt so it is really scary in that 
aspect,” Hamilton said. 

Hamilton said it was difficult to cope 
with losing friends in battle especially his 
mentor Chief Warrant Officer 2 Aaron 
Weavers. 

Hamilton said Weavers had cancer and 
was there on a voluntary basis and was 
flying over Fallujah to get treatment in

was shot down by terrorists.

A new online voting system will save the uni- 
versity more than $20,000 when students vote in 
the Associated Students election Dec. 8 and 9. 

The expected cost of the new online balloting 
is $3,000, while last spring’s ASI election cost 
$2,500 more than the original $23,000 projection. 

The controversy over the measure for the 
Recreation, Wellness and Events Center produced 
record voter turn out, resulting in 
an eight-hour wait to gain the 
results of a recount. The wait : 
caused the cost to escalate, as the 2 
third party responsible for count- 
ing the ballots were paid by the ~«—— 4—_ 
hour. : 

“The new system is very 
seconds,” ASI President josh: #2 2 
Wood said. 

The two ballot measures will be the restructur- 
ing of the Appellate Council and the development 
of a retention center. 

Voter security has been the major issue in decid- 
ing if Sac State will adopt the new system. 

Dave Hill, the director of university computing 
and communication services, was responsible for 
evaluating the security of the third party online vot- 
ing system called The Election Trust. 

“We had to decide if it was a feasible option, if 


we can validate that the voter is a legitimate student 
and that it doesn’t jeopardize privacy,” Hill said.

Problems abound at Jefferson Commons

Jefferson Commons has gener- 
ated-more calls to police than six 
other area student apartment com- 
plexes, according to a three month 
comparison conducted by the 
Sacramento Police Department. 

As a result, the Police 
Department and Jefferson 
Commons will collaborate ideas for 
stricter eviction and background 
check policies in a closed’ meeting 
Friday afternoon. 

A total of 103 calls have been 
made to the police concerning 
Jefferson Commons. That total is 
twice the number of calls made 
regarding Woodlake Village, an 
apartment complex that was second 
highest in the comparison and has 


twice as many units as “Jefferson 
Commons, Officer Cindy. Stinson 
said in an e-mail. 

The Police Devairnen com- 
pared the number of disturbance 
type calls that require the most 
police hours to resolve. Jefferson 
Commons had three times as many 
disturbance calls than the next high- 
est complex, The Villas, Stinson 
said. 

Averaging about 40 pbliees serv- 
ice calls per month, the Police 
Department is using many of its 
resources to service Jefferson 
Commons. 

' “We are working with the secu- 
ity,,guards because they don’t 


should solve problems and be pre- 
venitative,;”’ Sergeant Sam Somers 
said. “Officers cannot respond to 
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emergencies elsewhere wes we 
send ten or 12 cars to break up a 

party. It usually takes officers 45 
minutes to resolve some distur- 
bance calls.” 

Somers said disturbance calls 
have been made from as far as two 
blocks away and that loud parties 
should not impact the community. 
The Sacramento City Council meet- 
ing last week addressed high densi- 
ty housing in the South 65th Street 
area showing concern for future 
area complexes. 

A representative from JPI, 
Jefferson Commons’ parent compa- 
ny, said that Jefferson Commons 
and the Police Department, will be 
meeting this week to addresgiprob- 
lems and work together to find solu- 
tions.

More than 500 students attend despite rain to research career paths

Organizers. of Sacramento 
State’s Major Fair on Wednesday 
Nov. 10 said it is a “one stop shop” 
for students to get insight into dif- 
ferent majors as well as. get general 
career advice. 

Beth Merritt Miller, coordinator 
of freshman programs for 
Academic Advising, was involved 
in organizing the event and said it 
gives students the opportunity to 
explore different majors without 
having to make appointments with 
individual departments. 

“It’s a lot easier for them to get a 
picture of all the different majors on 
campus and maybe majors they 
didn’t even think about majoring in 
that they might see at the fair,” 
Merritt Miller said. 

The event was held in the 


University Union Ballroom and 
was a collaborative effort of 


Academic Advising and the Career 


Center. 

_ This will Be the Major Fair’s 
fourth year, Merritt Miller said, and 
they usually see about 500 to 700 
students attending. 

Organizer Sherene Sasser, 
career events specialist for the 
Career Center, said that the rain 
kept some away this year but they 
still had about 550 students attend. 

Sasser said they target the fair 
towards freshmen and sophomores 
who are still undecided about their 
major. She said,that they receive 
not only positive responses from 
student evaluations saying they find 
the event helpful, but also from aca- 
demic departments who get a lot of 
interest in their majors. 

At the end of each event, Sasser 
writes a report that looks at how 
many students came and what the 


evaluations were. Students had to 
write down their major when enter- 
ing the fair as Sasser said she tries 
to break down the demographics to 
see how many students from each 
major attended as well as unde- 
clared students. 

Sophomore Alisha Rodrigues 
said she came to the Major Fair to

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CSUS attends Battle of the Brains

Three teams of students from Sacramento State 
went to Stockton Saturday to participate in one of 
32 regional competitions of the International 
Collegiate Programming Contest, also known as 
Battle of the Brains, which is hosted by the 
Association for Computing Machinery. 

'_ The Pacific Northwest Region had 80 partici- 
pating teams from 36 different universities. 

Sac State’s top team at the competition placed 
27th. 

The top two placing teams from each regional 
competition will have the chance to participate in 
the World Finals in Shanghai, China. 

Professor John Clevenger, the coach for the Sac 
State teams, was not able to attend the competition 
because he was in Portland, Oregon helping to 
simultaneously run the same competition at 
Portland State University. 

“T’m here because the contest is run using a soft- 
ware system called PC-Squared, a package devel- 
oped at Sac State. The judges this year are at the 
north site so I brought a small group of students and 
alumni here to assist,’ Clevenger said. 

According to the Sacramento State engineering 
and computer science Web site PC-Squared means 
Programming Contest Control and is a system that 


was developed at Sac State to conduct program- 
ming competitions by allowing participants to elec- 


tronically submit their programs to judges who then — 


run the program to check for accuracy and send the 
results back to the contestants. 


The contestants at the three sites for the Pacific 


Northwest Regional Contest, BYU Hawaii, 
University of the Pacific, and Portland State 
University, are all able to submit their programs, 
which are electronically time stamped at the time of 
transmittal, to judges at the main site in Portland. 

At the competition students were given six to 
eight programming problems that they had to solve 
within five hours. The teams with the best times for 
solving the problems will be sent on to the finals. 

Joe Burks, the vice president of the Sac State 
chapter of the ‘Association for Computing 
Machinery, said each team in the competition was 
penalized 20 points for each time its program was 
submitted and found incorrect, but that the teams 
are able to rework the problem after each submis- 
sion. 

The participants from Sac State were chosen by 
a local contest that was hosted on campus Friday, 
Oct. 15. 

The University of British Columbia took both 
of the top places at the Pacific Northwest Regional 
Competition, giving them an opportunity to com- 
pete in the World Finals in China. 


“Students who participated in last year’s event 
felt that the questions for this year were much more 
difficult than last year,” Burks said...» : ». . 

The student chapter of the Association ao 
Computing Machinery still has other ‘events 
planned for the spring and Burks said he would like 
to see Sac State host one of the regional competi- 
tions in the next few years, but that he will have to 
look into the feasibility of that option. 

‘Having seen UOP host the competition:I think 
we could do a better job, but the question is whether 
we have enough room to host the event.” Burks 
said. It would require a space with enough comiput- 
ers to carry out the competition as well as. Space for 
competitors to take snack breaks, and to,;work prob- 
lems without being in front of the computer he said. 

Sac State will be hosting an Association for 
Computing Machinery competition for local high 
schools in the spring. It is an annual event for the 
organization, but Burks said it has not had a large 
number of schools participate in the past. 

High schools do not often have courses that 
teach the programming skills needed to participate 


in one of these competitions, so Burks said he | 


hopes to find a way to coach the students in the 
weeks before the competition to raise participation 
levels.

Journals seized 


REDDING (AP) — Agents 
from the federal Bureau of 
Reclamation seized a pair of 61- 
year-old journals from a Redding 
thrift store earlier this month, con- 
cerned that the books were a ter- 
rorism risk. 

The 1943 construction diaries 
contained information about the 
building of the Shasta and 
Keswick dams, said Jon Austin, a 
volunteer at the Second Time 
Around Thrift Store. 

Reclamation spokesman Jeff 
McCracken said that after spotting 
the items on eBay, department 
officials decided they'd feel more 
comfortable if the documents were 
kept out of public circulation. 

“Tt's part of an effort by our 
agency that information we feel 
needs to be protected is protected,” 
he said, adding that the agent 
offered to pay for the documents. 

The two volumes contain origi- 
nal photographs, diagrams, charts 
and maps. 

Store manager Kathy Lockhart 
voluntarily handed over the project 
histories to the agents. She said she 
didn't know who donated the 
diaries. | 

McCracken said they. most 


likely belonged to a person who 


worked on the dams, anyone from 
a federal employee to a construc- 
tion worker.

The process will run through a page similar to 
CasperWeb. After a username and password is 
typed in, The Election Trust software will validate 
that the voter is a current student. It will then 
assign a unique number to that student to not allow 


anyone to vote twice. 


“It appears that we can do it, but we still have to 
conduct a trial test,” Hill said. “We have proven 
that it is valid and will be secure.” 

Chico State and San Diego State University 
both have made the switch to online ballots 
because of the lower overall cost and the efficien- 


cy of the program. 





“We need to evaluate if all students’ needs and 
rights are being met, and we need approval from 
Student Affairs to go through with it,” ASI 
Executive Director Pat Worley said. 

The approval of the new program came on Nov. 
11, after Vice President of Student Affairs Shirley 
Uplinger consulted with admissions and records 
and computing and communication services. 

“Students’ privacy will be protected, the actual 
outcome will be legitimate and the system can not 
be hacked into,” said Uplinger. “The two things 

that need to happen next are a test of the program, 
and ASI needs to promote online balloting to stu- 
dents who don’t know about it.”

Five days before the election, 
ASI will begin circulating pam- 
phiets on campus informing stu- 
dents that the new center will 
include a 24-hour computer lab, 
tutoring and mentoring programs, 
study lounges and student jobs for 
those looking to get involved. 

Lou Camera, director of student 
activities, said students can already 
find most of these services on cam- 
pus. 
The nearly completed 
Academic Information Resource 
Center behind the library already 
boasts a 24-hour computer lab,

spring. 

If students want tutoring help, 
services such as the Faculty

Students also have the option to 
visit their academic departments to 
learn about what kind of peer to 
peer and mentoring services are 
offered. .

money,’ Camera said.

Shelby believes the center may 
have other advantages. 

“What I would like to see later 
on is a place for students to be able 
to use LSAT software without hav- 
ing to purchase the software with 
(Student Educational Leadership) 
grants,” Shelby said. 

He said having this software 
available in computer labs could be 
used to help students prepare for 
standardized graduate exams like 
the LSAT, GRE and the GMAT.

Students, staff and faculty 
voiced their concerns’and sugges- 
tions on Sacramento State’s plans 
for the future as _ President 
Alexander Gonzalez spoke at the 
first of three scheduled town hall 
meetings . 

- The discussion, which was held 
at noon on Wednesday in the 
University Union — Hinde 
Auditorium, examined the academ- 
ic impact of Gonzalez’s plan 
Destination 2010 over the next five 
years. 

“Destination 2010 will change 
this campus,” Gonzalez said. 

The president said he looked 
forward to hearing what other peo- 
ple thought about his vision of aca- 
demic excellence, one. part of the 
upgrades and developments 
planned for the university to make it 
a campus of choice for students, 
faculty, staff and the community by 
2010. | 

“Today is about meeting the 
needs of students and faculty,” 
Gonzalez said. 

Planners for the Destination 
2010 project have started holding 
discussion forums with the different 
college departments and offices, 
focusing on faculty, staff and stu- 
dent planning for each strategy. 

Mike Lee, an assistant planner 


for the project, said that by the end ~ 


of the semester, he would bring all 
of the 80 plans together and move 


‘forward with the development, 


building it into the regular college 
budget process. | 
“It won’t be costly,” Lee said. 
Cost wasn’t the only concern, as 
many faculty and students stood up 
to tell Gonzalez they were worried 
about program availability and 
technology problems in classrooms. 
* William Vizzard, professor and 
chairman for the criminal justice 
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department, said ‘the university’s 
programs were not all excellent. 

“We shouldn’t assume that they 
all are,” Vizzard said. 

He said Sac State needs better 
academic support, because students 
don’t leave the university with 
enough knowledge to make it in the 
career that they have chosen. , 

‘Vizzard said he thought the uni- 
versity needed to hold up better 
standards if it was to have academ- 
ic excellence.

nti-bullying disciplinary 

policies. in public 

schools will do nothing 
to help kids who get bullied. 
The California Department of 
Education has been in the 
process of drafting such polices 
since funding for them was 
signed into law by Gov. Gray 
Davis in 2003. 

Legislation for similar laws 
is currently being considered in 
the United States House of 
Representatives. 

I got teased as a child in my 
pre-high school years and I can 
assure you that tougher conse- 
quences for bullies will be use- 
less to similar kids today.

omen in the Untied 

States today have far 

more freedom in the 
law enforcement field than they 
once did. Today women are 
being hired as police officers, 
FBI agents, lawyers and many 
other positions in different 
departments to help our country 
and their communities. 

I attended a lecture in my 
criminal justice class by Prit 
Paul Kaur, a Post-Doctoral 
Scholar and woman from India. 





Michelle Ramella 
treated differently in India than

- Kaur continued to tell us that 
now some women are starting 
to be able to go out and work 
outside their homes. She mostly 
talked about how “efforts are 
made to encourage women ‘to 
join police to ensure justice to 
other women.” 

Kaur told us that now about 
2 percent of the entire police 
force is made up of women.

Kaur also added that she 
thought it would help if the 
police was made up of half 
females and half males so the 
women wouldn’t be scared to 
ask for help or to report some 
kind of abuse that happened to 
them.

Grade point average is a very 
important aspect of your college 
career. Many grants and loans are 
based on your GPA and it also 
serves as a symbol of ability, not 
to mention status. 

Aside from what content is 
taught in the classroom, the most 
important duty teachers have is 
grading their students. I think the 
grading styles of some instructors 
need improvement. 

The different methods college 
instructors use to grade students is 
almost as diverse. as the student 
population.

baby would be a girl. 

I personally couldn’t imag- 
ine starving my child ot harm- 
ing it in any way just because of 
its gender. The fact that women 
couldn’t marry out of their 
social class and how most of 
their marriages are arranged for 
them seemed unfair to me. | 

They couldn’t marry for 
love, but were forced to marry 


‘someone their parents chose for 


them. I don’t believe I could 
live in a country that didn’t give 
their women the freedom to 


make themselves feel strong. 

I was amazed at these num-

“He took me under his wing and 
taught me how to lead soldiers,” 
‘Hamilton said. “It was hard to cope 


with on a personal and professional 


level; it made those last three months 
feel like a year long.” 

Hamilton was given two weeks 
notice before being deployed and 
had just married his wife in May 
2003 who was three months preg- 
nant at the time. Hamilton said it was 
really hard not seeing the birth of his 
son. 

Hamilton said that he has so 
much more respect for his wife after 
the experience, as she had to do 
everything on her own like moving, 
having a baby and paying bills. 

“She really kicked butt while I 
was gone,” Hamilton said. “She real- 
ly grabbed the reigns from me and 
ran with it.” 

Support from civilians at home 
was what Hamilton said got him 
through. He said total strangers 
would write him letters thanking him 
for his efforts and he would develop 
pen pals. Hamilton said this helped 
him because he was. able let out his 
feelings and share experiences with- 
out scaring his family. 

While Christmas and 
Thanksgiving are fun, Hamilton 
said, Veterans Day means a lot to 
him personally after seeing friends 
lose their lives in battle to liberate 
others.

During the week of Nov. 8 to 12 
the Veterans Affairs Office and Army 
ROTC held an exhibit to honor 
Veterans Day which consisted of two 
displays, one in the University Union 
and one in Lassen Hall.

Now, players have to eat 
in order to stay alive and exercise to 
gain muscle, The aim of the newer 
versions of the GTA series is to 
make the experience of the game as 
real as possible. 


By the end of the game, every- | 


one’s CJ will be physically and 
financially different depending on 
the way each person played the 
game. Each character is custom- 
designed by the players, from what 
they eat to how they dress and exer- 
cise.

Capitol Garage provided a 
unique atmosphere to Sacramento’s 
nightlife.

Local pop-punk band Three

The band’s perseverance and 
consistent touring has paid off with 
the opportunity. to be featured on 
Drive Thru record’s compilation 
album to be distributed worldwide 
this January. The track “Never 


Changing Past” is a good example. 


of the band’s emotionally driven 
sound. 

To date, Three Weeks Yesterday 
has released three records. The most 
recent, “Fighting the Sickness” is its 
most accomplished. The album is its
